1. By nature leſus Chriſt is the onely 
Sonne of God, begotten of the Father by 
an incomprehenſible and ine ffable gene- 
ration. 

2. The ſonnes of God by Grace, ta- 
king Grace in the largelt ſence, are ſo 

by Creation. 
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t. By Creation, the Angels, Tob 1.1. 
and Adu before his tall, Luke 2. 38. 
2, By Adoption, Adam attcr his fall, & 
all elected inthe ſecond Adam, (who arc 
— called ch ldren by Adoption & 
race, being reftriined by Divines to 
the grace of redemption) in whom alone 
- werecouer the nature and name of Son- 
„ ſhip. And we arc called ſonnes by Adop- 
tion , becauſe when we were by nature 
the children of wrath, we haue receiued 
the right and title of ſonnes from God, 
by and for Chriſt, and in him the ſonnes 
of God, & conſequently with him heires 
both of this world, and of that which 1s 

| | to come, | 
his aſſection and action of God, is 
xpreſled by a terme borrowed from the 
ciuill Law: for Adoption (as it is in the 
Inſtitutions) is an act of Law imitating 
Nature, ordained for their comfort 
| which haue no children. If the adopted 
| | was a free man, viz. neither vnder the | 

| 
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aut horitie of a father nor of a maiſter, it 
was termed abrogation z but if he was 
vnder the power and command of ano- 
ther, it was called ſimple adoption,

In olde times Adoption was in com- 
mon vie, both among lewes-2nd Gen- 
tiles. In Gen. 48.5. lacob adopted Ephra- 
im and e Manaſſer, and named his owne 
name vpon them. 80 2. Sam. f. S. Michol 


the daughter of Sani. and wife of Dania, 


is ſaid to beate hue children to Adricl the 
ſonne of Barzallai; but God puniſhed 
Atichol with barrennetle, becaule the de- 
nic ed the zeale of Das. dancing before 
the Arke. So Moſes was (aid to be the 
ſonne of /haraohs cavgiter, Mcreouer, 
children vere adopted to tie dead, Deut. 
25.5. Fot if a man died without children, 
his brother was, by the Law ot Moſes, to 
marry his wife, to raiſe vp ſecde to his 
brother, and the firſt borne ſonne was ua- 
med after his father deceaſed. 

For the further clearing of this Joc- 
trine, Adoption is conſummate or in- 
choate. The former is perfect, and it is 
the ſtate of the Elect in the kingdome of 
glorie. The latter is im perfect, and of it 
there are two degrees, according to the 
nonage or full age of the Church, The 
nonage was the fate of t before Chriſt, 
when it was vnder., Tutors and Gouer- 


nors,

nors,Gal.4.1.2. trained vp in Chriſt, and 
vnto Chriſt, by the rigour of the Morall 
Lau, and lenitie of the Ceremoniall Law, 
this drawing, the other driuing. And of 
that nonage, there were degrees allo; for 
there were ſome more cer moni all, others 
Euangelicall men, as D awd, Salomon, Exee 
cha the Prophers,&c. yet all inferiour 
to lobe the Baptiſt , who heard and ſaw, 
what they a farre off perceived .

perfect men are more ſpecially termed 
ſpiritual, Gal.6.z, the other carnall,z.Cor, 
3-3. of the vigour of the olde man, and 
weakeaelle of the new. Through the 
reater teuelation of Gods wiſedome and 
oue to vs in C ſiace his aſcenfion,and 
allurance of his loue to vs, the holy 
Ghoſt is called in ſpeciall manner the 
Spirit of adoption, teaching, teſtifying, 
in ſealing the ſame more abundantly to 
vs.Rom.$.15. But how ? not that we are 
voide of all feate; for as Gods loue it 
more abundantly reucaled , fo are his 
iudgements alſo; as grace is more mani» 
feſt, ſo is ſinne alſo and as Chriſt hath 
ſer open the gates of heauen, even more 
abundantly revealed the celeſtiall glories 
then could be done by the figures of plea-

ſo hath he more fully manifeſted the end- 
leſle torments of the wicked, that deſpiſe 
grace offered, which breedeth greater ter- 
ror in the conſcience, then the legall 
threatnings of temporall punithments. A 
child — feateth the rod, but a man 
feareth impriſonment and death , Hence 
it is that Saint John ſaith, Feare bath pain» 


fulucſſe, but perfect love caſteth out fore. 


He chat loueth, reioyceth euermore, He 
that belecueth , yet wanteth feeling, de- 
pendeth on Chriſt by tanh, and is Chriſts 
as well as the other, though he know not 
ſo ſenſibly that he is Cheats as the. other 
doch. The perfect man knowerh himſelſe 
to be heire of the kiugdome of glorie , as 
the loving and dut full ſonne is aſſured 
of his fathers inheritance . The other alſo 
may know that hee is Chriſts, if hee de- 
d on none other, nor other meanes; 
and Chriſt forſaketh none, that doe not 
firlt forſake him; which forſaking ſtands 
rather in affection than action. For Paul 
ſaith, Rom.. That to will was preſent with 
lam, though he did that which was euill 
(vowillingly) : and he had comfort and 
reĩoycing.becauſe he did not cuil >

To this a licle farther, there are 
five of feare. 

1. Diabolicall, Iam. 2. 19. 

2. Naturall. It is an affection or paſſi- 
on of the hearr, wher-by we feare not one» 
ly death or diſſolution, but alſo dangers 
and euils,that are deſtructiue of our good 
eſtate and welfare, This feare is by gatu- 
rall inſtin& in all ſenſible creatures , at 
well as in man, and in the godly as men, 
yea in Chriſt as he was man and ſubiect 
to our inſitmities. This feare of it felfe is 
not ſinne, but the corruption (arexie e 
anemic) thereof is ſiane, as «hen wee do 
not order it according to the law of God. 
But Chriſt in fearing death, did alſo ſub- 
mit himſclfe to the Decree and will of bis 
Father, acovrding to the Commande- 
ment, Ihos ſhalt lone the Lord thy God with 
all thine heart, &c, ſo feare was over- 
come of loue or rightly ordered by loue. 
So the godly feare dearh, yet humble 
them«clues to death and all croſſes; for the 
— of God extenuateth and caſteth out

3. — feare, This is the corrup · 
tion of na feare, when as men denie

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Chrilt, i in what meaſure ſoeuer, that they 

not loſe their goods , worldly 
eſteeme, pleaſures , preferments , &c. 
Worldly minded men are full of this feare, 
and their feare ſhall fall on them, Mach. 
10. 28. and if our hearts condemne vs, 
then God is greater then our hearts, much 
more to condemne vs. Examples of ſuch 
fares, Ioſh. 12.42. and 1 1. 48. Howbeit 
Gods children are of mfirmitie affected 
with it ſomctimes,as Nicod em, Toh, 3.

F Filiall or ſonlike feare : it is proper 
to the regenerate, who by this feare are 
mooued to auvide ſiane, and ro live god- 
lily. It arifeth from the knowledge of God 
and our (clues, and from the tecling of 
his accepration and loue of vs, wrought 
in our hearts by the holy Ghoſt. Hereof 
Solomon (auch, Prov. . 7. Plal.t 11.10. lob 
28.28. 

More plainly, this feare is thus begot- 
ten. Firſt, hen a man beareth the Law, 
what is there commended, what forbid- | 
den, the holy Gholt commeth and taketh 
away the valle naturall blindnetle and 
Numbering, caving him to ſce his finne, 
and to 3 of God vpon him, 
euen to la both to his bard hear, 
whereupon fe ble th the conſcience 
and breaxeth the hard heart. 

Secondly, when a man in this caſe hea» «+ 
reth the Goſpel,the holy Ghoſt enlighte- 
neth the mind to vndetſtand and beleeue, 9 
and to apply the promiſes to himſelfe, s 
whereupon he begins to ſeele quietneſle 
and peace of conſcience, being mote and 
more perſa ded that hee is beloued of 
God, Now on this perſwaſion ariſeth the |

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loue of God for his oue, mercie and grace 
in Chriſt. On this loue ariſeth a new teare. 
namely, to diſpleale God ſo louing and 
mercitull to vs. Plal 130 4. 

Ot this filiall feare, there ate foure de- 
grees, expreſſed & illuſtrated by the feare 
ot children towards their parents, where- 
of there arc foure degrees, Fitſt,a childe 
loueth his patents and flies to them as his 
chiefe retuge, yet is he held in obedience 
with threatning and feare of the rodde; 
this may in ſpeciall be called ſeruice, Ga- 
lat. 4. 1. Secondly, partly by reaſon, partly 
by the rod. Thirdly, leilc by the rod, and 
more by reaſon, Fourthly,by reaſon alone 
without the rod. This is perfection in this 
Rare of imperfection. The application 
and amplification hereof I leaue to the 
Chriſtian Reader.

Among the 
Jewes, the Eſſees and Phariſces were molt 
deuout, and among them Pai the moſt 
feruent in zeale, vnblameable, Philip. 3.

2, Wee participate of the Spirit of 
Chriſt (not effentially, but effectually) 
who worketh in ſome meaſure the ſame 

ies and qualities in vs, which were 
in Chriſt as he was ma»; which is called 
our transforming into Chriſt , and our 
putting on of Chriſt. 

This coniunction Paw! expreſſeth by 
ingraffing, wherein theſe two deg ces of 
vnion doe cuidently appeare ; for the ſi- 
ence and the ſtocke make one indiuiduall 
thing. For firſt, their matters are vnited 
into one, and cloſcly cemented together, 
yet are they but comtig»a, neerely glued 
together. Therefore this vnion is yet ſepa- 
rable, 

2. They participate of one ivyce, ſpi- 
tit and lite, and are now continwa, con- 
tinued, being contained vnder one com- 
mon iorme. And this vnion is now inſe- 
= Chriſt himſelfe expreſſeth this 

y a compariſon drawne from the vine 
and the branches, Toh. 15. which haue 
one common lite and ſpirit, by which 

t 
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| they grow burgeon and fruftifie. Yet 
herein there is a difference; for the ſi- 

ence conuerteth the iuyce of the ſtocke 

into his owe nature and propertie: con- 

trarily. Chriſt conuerteth and transfor= —- 

meth vs into his na ute, that are incotpo- 

rated into him. 

Saint Paul expreſſeth this vnion by Ma- 
trimonie, whacin theſe two degrees ate 
manifeſt, 

Firlt degree. is the outward bond or e- 
remonie of wedlocke, which conſiſteth of ] 
two parts or degrees : 1. A ſeparation of 
either ttom all others, 2. A mutuall dona- 
| ti21 or cnterchange. 
| Second degreezis the inward bond, viz. << 
' the coniugall affection, or mutuall loue 
and {ympathie. So the vnion of Chriſt 
with vs, is the vnion of our natures, and 
the vnion of his Spirit with outs, where« 
by ue are maile fleſh of his fleſh,and bone 
ot his bones ſpiritually as he is cr ade fleſh 
of our fleſh, and bone of our bones cor- 
porally. Hence wee grow vp into him, 
and beare fruice in him; yet theſe vertues 
of the = in Chriſt are pure and perfect, 


and without meaſute, but in vs they are 
mca» 
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meaſurable, and obſcured with ſundry in- 
firmities, both of our corrupt nature and 
| nall frailties z even as the light of 
the Sunne is the ſame , but diverſified in 
ſundrie ſtarres, and glatles of divers co- 
lours. 

VIII, The lnheritance is confirmed 
and finally appropriated to the heire by 
the death of the on lo is our inhe- 
ritance by the death of Chr ſt.

Now concerning their vnlikeneſſe: it 
ſtands in foure particulars, 

1. The Adopter is mooued with the 
conſideration of ſome dignitie and deſert 
in the Adopted, Contrarily, God tound 
no motiue of loue at all in vs: For wee 
* were his enemies: And our loathſomnetle 
in his fight, is ſet forth vnder a double 
aVegorie,Ezech. 16. where vnder the pa- 
rable of a forlorne infan', is ſet downe 
the ſtate of the Iſrachtes in Egypt ; and 
our eſtates by nature, in the fate of the Iſ- 
ratlites in the bondage of P bara type of 
the Divell. 

2. The Adopter giueth gold, or ſome 


other earthly thing for a ranſome : bat 
God 
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| God hath giuen his onely Sonne to te- 
deeme vs. 

3. The Adopter cannot giue the ſpirit « « 
of a naturall ſonne to the adopted . but 
God hath giuen vnto vs the ſpirit of 
ſonnes, by whom we cail him ( Abba) Fa- 
ther, euen as naturall ſores doe their pa- 
rents. 
| 4. The adopted ſonne may loue his 
Adopter onely outwardly, tor the bene- 


fit that he hath received, and reward that 
he expectethʒ yet in heart he may be ſo a- 
lienated. as to wiſh the death of his Adop- 


ter, that he may inherit his houſe and land, 
as the Poet ſpeaketh of ſome vnnatutall 
logncs: 

Filius ante dum patrios inquirit in r. 
But conrrarily , the children of God 
are vmted vnto him in the inward affecti- 
on of heart, taough outwardly they faile 
in many things: yea hypocrices are oft 
times outwardly more officious then they, 

as deceitfull ſeruants are often more obſe- 
| quious then children. Therefore ſaith Da- 

wid, Plal 32 2. Bleſſed is be, im whoſe ſpirit 
there A g, DotwithRanding his ma- 
nifold infiimitics. 
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The ſecond thing is the Priuiledges, 
whereof we are made partakers by yertue 
of adoption. 

L By vertue of adoption we are made 
the brethren of Chriſt , In this reſpe& he 
is called our elder brother, Rom &. 29. and 
Math. a f. ro, and 25.40. 

Obiett. Then before the Nativitie, death 
and Reſurrection of Chriſt, none were 
the adopted ſonnes of God, ſceing that 
by the death and merits ot Chriſt, we are 
reconciled to God, called, iuſtified, adop- 
ted. Miſerable therefore was the Rate of 
all before the incarnation of Chriſt. 

Anſz., The birth and ſonſhip of Chriſt, 
tooke the beginning from the everlaſting 
counſell and of God; whereupon 
his blood is faid to be ſhed from the be- 

inning of the world. Adam was iuſti- 
Red and adopted by faith in Chriſt to 
come, whom God preached and promi- 
ſed in Paradiſe, and was figured by the Sa- 
crifices of the Law, which was interpreted 
by the Prophets, and fulfilled by Chriſt 
himſclte, 

To be the brother of Chriſt, is a gloti- 
ous title & priuiledge. In an earthly king- 
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dome we thin ke it a great prerogative to 
be the kin{man of a — and a ſpeciall 
priuiledge to be the Kings ſonne. In the 
ſpirituall king dome & Church of Chriſt, 
euery true belecuer hath his prerogatiue 
and priuſ edge. And it men defire to 
match with perſons of birth & blood, for 
the aduancement of their names and hou- 
— more ſhould we deſite th t — 
fin adoption, for the cuerlaſting | 
— of our names and ſtates, 
The bondman or ga!ly-fl ue thinketh it << 

a great happineſſe to be freed and made 
the adopted foune of a Prince, and bro- | 
ther to the Kings ſonne. This priuiledge 

baue wee teceiued; let vs take notice of 


our happineſſe, and caſt off our ſlauiſh

— then Abaſbuerxs that boaſtea fo of 
is 127 Prouincesz yea then Alexander 
would haue b:ene.if he had obtained that 
pluralicie of worlds, whercot Anaxagoras 
informed him. Hee hath made vs Kings 
and Prieſts co God his Father . Wee are 
made Kings, not in reſpect of an earthly 
kingdom, ſeeing that the children of God 
are oft timet the moll baſe and contemp. 
tidle of all other; but in reſpect ot a ſpi - 
rituall kingdome, to which God hath gi- 
uen vs title and intereſt, in and by Chrilt, 
Luke 22.32. 
The faithfull are made Kings in three 
reſpects. 1, Becauſe they ate Lords and 
verors of their enemies, Sinne, Sa- 
tan, the World, Death, Hell. 2. They 
are ers of the kingdome of Chriſt, 
and of ſaluation; tor wee haue receiued 
of Chriſt grace for grace, and glorie for 
glorie. 3. They haue intcreſt, dominion, 
and ſoueraigutie of all things by Chriſt. 
Bur Chriſt alone is vniuerſall King, and 
abſolute 
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abſolute Lord. But the faithfull are kings 
as they participate with Chriſt in his 
kingdome, & by vertue of this priuiledge 
they (hall be ludges of men and Angels, 
Mgh. to. 28. 1.Cor.6, 2.3. The Saints 
ſhall indge the world and euill Angels, But 
how ? In that they ſhall be as it were AL 
ſellouts an i Aſliſtants with Chriſt on the 
bench, giuing in voice and conſent with 
im. 

Obieftion, The wicked are Lords and 
owners of werldly things alſo, how then 
belongeth this priuiledge to the adopted | 
ſonnes of God? 

Anſw. Adam was the ſonne of God by - « 
creation, and heire of all things, but by 
the fall he loſt for himſelfe and his poſte- 
ritie the right and name of heire and 
ſorine, ſo that both he and we by nature 
are onely vſurpers. But Chrilt by his ſa- 
tisfaction hath purged our ſinnes, recon- 
ciled vs to God, and recovered the right 
of ſonnes and inheritance. For he bei 
the true owner and right heire of all 
things, hath made vs that are in bim; 
ſonnes and heires of all things with him, 
as the Apoſtle faith, A, be hath ginen 

C Chriſt 
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Chrift, ſo ſhall be much more gius vi all 
thing: with bums. 

The godly therefore are the true Lords 
and owners of all things. Firſt, becauſe 
their perſons only are accepted. R 
becauſe they vie them rightly , chat s, 
with a good conſcience, namely. to the 
glorie of God. Rom. 4 13. The promiſe 
was made to Abrabam that he ſhould be 
the heire of the world, not by the workes 
of the Law, to wit, 2s he wes a ſonne of 
tze firſt Adam, but by the righteouſneſle 

of faith, that is, as he was a — of the 
ſecond Adam. 

Que. How then are the wicked poſ- 
ſellors and vwaers? 

Anſw. In Gods providence they haue 
poſſeſſion of the things of the world, but 
no right voto them, I meane (pirituall 
right. Therefore in the end of the world 

ſhall be rooted out, and burne with 
fire, but the godly ſhall remaine for cucr, 
Abraham and his poſtcritie had right to 
Canann foure hundrcth yeates by the 
promi ſe of God, before they had ctuall 
polleſſion, Gen. 13.14 The reaſon why 
they had not preſent poſſoſſion in it, is gi- 
Uca 
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uen The wicheaveſſe of the Amorites is not 
| yet full. The viurpers muſt poſlelle it 
dure handreth yeares; and Abrabem, 1ſa» 
« and Jacob are to haue but 2 part in the 
plaine of Mamre in Hebron , purchaſed 
with their money of the vſarperszand the 
ſonnes of Jaceb were ftrangers in Egypt, 
hauing no foote nor poſſeſſion in the 
earth in ciuill claime or tight, but by ſuf- 
ferance and will of their Lord Pharao. So 
Danxid had right to the kingdome of Iſ- 
rael, before preſent -olleſſion. He muſt 
tarry for that ti!! Sa»/ be remoued out of 
the way, and in the meane ſpace ſuffer per- 
ſecution and affliction of the vſurper. 
In Math.13, the tares muſt grow toge- 
ther with the wheate, and haue place in 
the land with the wheate, by the permiſ- 
ſion of the heuſholder ; none can cut 
them vp without the diſpleaſure of the 
Lord; not that the Lord loueth them, but 
becauſe he louech the wheate, amongſt 
which they grow. So the wicked haue 
poſſeſſion of, but not right to the things 
of the world, ſave onely in ciuill celped, 
and humane conſtitution. And the more 
rich and great they are, the more hatefull 
GC 2 
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are they, and the greater condemaation 
waitcth for them. 

1111. The adopted ſonnes of God 
haue the Angels 3s miniſtring ſpirits at- 
tending on them for thei: gad, Hieb. I'S. 
Are they not all miniſftring ſpirits, ſent forth 
for therr ſakes that ſbulbe heir es of ſaluationt 
Pal. 34-11, The Angel of the Lord putch- 
eth round about them that feare bim, Cc. 
2. Ting. 6. 17. Math, 4. Allo 1. King. 19. 
Elia flying from Jebel, is comforted, 
ditected, and fed by an Angell. Alſo Gen. 
19. the Angels bring Let out ol Sodom 
before the . deluge, Geneſ· 32. lacob 
fearing Eſaa, law Angels comming and | 
he acknowledgeth that they were ſent to 
be his protectors and conductors in bis 
tourney. Gen. 24 7. Abraham (ending bis 
ſeruant to take a wife for his ſonne Iſe- 
ac, is per{waded that the Lord will ſend 
his Angell before him. Alſo Math. 26.5 3, 
if Chrilts kingdome had beene of this 
world, and that be had not beene appoin- 
ted of God to ſuſter for man, Id 
haue beene reſcued by more welue 
roar of Angels. Ard dur Saviour 


ith, that childten, and ſunpl „ah, heft. 
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leſſe men haue Angels proceQing ind 
fſuauing them For their Angell beholdeth 
| the face of God, attending his pleaſure 
in their behalfe. Morcouer, in the end 
| of this world, the Angels carry the ſoules 
| of the godly into the kingdome of glorie, 
| Luk.16. Laſtly, in the day of iudgement 
| they ſhall gather all the Elect together, as 
| the houſholder gathereth wheate into his 
barne 79 burneth the —.— and the 
chaffe, the prophane and hypocrites.

. are turned into trials and fatherly cortec- 
dona, inflicted for their good, Rom. 8. 28. 
'- All things worke together for good, to them 
that lone God, ccc. Plal, 89. 3 2. 1 will viſit 
» their tranſgreſſions with the rod, &c. but my 
infkinanefſe will I not viterly tabę from 
them. 
As the Iſraclites were prepared by ma- 
ny temptations and trials in the Wilder- 
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2s David was prepared by perſecutions 
and aſflictions for the kingdome of Iſrael 
ſo are the children of God for the bea- 
uenly Canaan; yea, they are chaſtened of 
the Lord by ſundry waics, and ſometimes 
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by bodily death, (as in the Wildernefle ) 
thar they might not be condemned with 
the world, 1.Cor.11.32. In the for- 
rowes therefore of the children of 
Sod, there ĩs matter of reioycing; 
and in the reoycing of the 
wicked, matter of ſot- 
row, feare and 
deſpaire. 
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
